Greeting for 1965. 

SO many have asked questions about the proposed Relay 
Emergency net for Two Meters, that at the risk of repeating 
myself, think I had better explain the whole idea again. 

The main purpose of any traffic net is to provide training 
for Amateurs so that when a real emergency comes along, 
they will be able to handle themselves proficiently. On two 
meters, a traffic net also provides training for brand new 
amateurs. But, on VHF, the antenna cannot be a long wire. 
It must be a beam. To be effective over a distance from Miami 
to Jacksonville and over to the West Coast, Ft. Myers, Sara- 
sota, Tampa etc., requires a BIG BEAM for Two Meters. Think 
for a minute. What would happen to a 32 element beam in hurri- 
cane force winds? The answer is so obvious. BUT, little 
beams can be left up in a hurricane. My 11 element beam 
withstood the highest winds that either of the two hurricanes 
brought us last year! 

Now, if you have followed me this far, you can see what I 
am trying to do. With little beams, or halos, we can cover the 
adjacent counties to our own. For example, I can talk into 
Clewiston, up to Stuart, down to Boca Raton. Each of you on 
two meters can talk to the next county to you. So, each of you 
can establish the stations that you can hear with your small 
antennas and let me know who they are. Their calls, handles, 
and locations. For example, Charlie, K4ODJ, in Clewiston, 
can talk into Palm Beach county, into Sarasota and Tampa, 
into Arcadia. He is the Assistant VHF PAM for Hendry County. 
Bob, K4TUU, in Arcadia, is Assistant VHF PAM for his area. 
Ron, WA4F'VD, in Marathon Shores is the Assistant VHF PAM 
forthe Keys. He can relay from Key West to Homestead. These 
are just examples. 

I want to be able to see a piece of traffic start in Key West, 
and end up in Pensacola, within a couple of hours. This will 
be especially helpful in the night-time. 75 meters at night has 
a very long skip, which lasts until dawn, At midnight, stations 
in New England,. have to relay Florida stations to each other. 

Think again. Wouldn’t we be a big help, if an emergency

So you want a DC Toroid Power Supply for that Mobile 
rig? Running at 12v D.C. input I would set the maximum 
load current at no more than 30 amperes, This is 360 
watts input and is easily enough for a 150 to 180 watt trans- 

‘mitter including the modulator. 

If you plan for a Transistor Modulator which is very 
practical today, the Toroid Power supply will only have to 
feed the transmitter, This will lower the power requirements 
of. the Toroid Power Supply about one half, say 15 amperes 
for a husky 150 watt input rig. 

With this plan in mind we will design ‘‘a 180 watt Toroid 
Power Unit’’, Select a toroid core of .002 or .004’* quality 
steel, Outside maximum diameter at least 2’’ with core box 
is not damaged, Cover any cracks with a very minimum of 
scotch tape, We are now ready to wind the high -voltage 
secondary. 

To make it easy let us plan on 600v with a center tap-at 
300v for the oscillator, buffer, speech amplifier, etc. We 
should select triple formvar enamel solid copper. No. 30 
would do the job. No. 28 is easier to get and much easier 
to handle without breakage..It will take roughly 125 feet or 
about one ounce in weight.. Cut wire in two equal pieces of 
62.5’ in length, Place them together like a ‘‘double=string”’ 
and proceed to feed one end thru the core until you have 
approximately 31 feet or the half-way point on the wire 
length. Now the trick is to select one of these halves and 
wind some 31.25’ around the core like we explained last 
‘month, or if you are like me you will do it by hand. 

The other half is wound of course in the opposite direction 
so that the completed secondary will be a continuous wind- 
ing from start to finish. You will note that we end up wtih 
‘two starts’’ and ‘‘two finishes’’. Select one start and one 
finish, twist together, clean, tin and then solder. This is the 
center-tap. The other ‘‘start and the other finish are the 
ends which we will probably feed into a bridge silicon rectifier 
later on. 

It would be an advantage if the leads came out close to= 
gether. Place suitable sleeving on these leads allowing 
about 6’’ in length. We will call this area the ‘‘neck’’ of 
the toroid. Twist the leads lightly and roll them up so they 
will not get in the way while we proceed with the other 
windings,

The Primary is next, It will need a center-tap also, We 
will wind it with four No, 18 single or double formvar, You 
will need about 30 feet total, Now first cover the secondary 
with one layer of scotch tape, This is a pressure cushion 
to prevent damage or cutting into the fine wire, Feed the 
four No. 18 into core opening approximately half -vay so that 
we can wind from the center out to “‘end’® of one-half, and 
from the center out to the ‘‘start’’ of the other half, The 
‘thalfeway’’ point should be opposite the ‘‘neck’’ so that all 
primary wires eventually group and exit near the neck with 
the high voltage leads. 

We will call the four wires that come up one side of the 
core the ‘‘starts’’ and the other four on the other side the 
‘‘finishes’’*, Select two ‘‘starts’’, cut to 6’’ length, clean, 
tin, and twist together. Select two “°‘finishes”’.. Make sure 
they are the other two wires. An Ohm-meter check should 
read open. Cut these leads to 6” length, clean, tin, and 
twist together, These two prepared pairs should be joined 
together for the primary center-tap, Make a last minute re= 
tin, and twist together. Select two ‘‘finishes’’, Make sure 
they are the other two wires, An Ohm-meter check should 
read open, Cut these leads to 6’’ length, clean, tin, and 
twist together. These two prepared pairs should be joined 
together for the primary center-tap, Make a last minute re= 
check with the ohm-meter before joining these pairs. They 
must be open or they are not the correct wires to form two 
halves. 

It is very important to count the exact number of turns in 
the primary. This may seem difficult since the winding is 
double as well as center tapped, 24 turns each side of 
center=tap is required. You should be able to count 48 
‘‘wires’’ each side, or a total of 96 ‘‘wires’’. 

The feed-back winding is next, Select single or double 
formvar wire of size No. 20, No, 22, or No. 24. You should 
have room for No, 20 and it works out best for lead size 
and handling, We will need a total of 24 turns with an 
exact centerstap. Double the wire and wind only 6 turns 
from the half-way point on the grouped wire length, and 
then continue the other six turns making exactly twelve 
turns of double wire. Connect the start of one and the 
finish of the other together for the center-tap, We end up 
with a single feedback winding of 24 turns with an exact 
center=tap, 

Now actually we have used the same method of winding 
all three windings, to get exact “‘bifilar’’ center-taps, This 
is very necessary for top efficiency, You may cover the 
windings now with a layer of insulating tape or dip in a good 
grad of transformer varnish, Most people prefer both treat= 
ments, Next month we will go into circuit design and testing 
the supply under load, 

Don’t overlook the fact that Toroids can be found in war 
surplus supplies. Watch for a future installment on a supply

Perhaps one of the most difficult things we ever have to 
learn in life is to listen, Nothing is more true of operation on 
160, While talking about 1,8 mc. recently with a number of 
hams, the phrase most often heard is ‘‘yeah, I tuned down 
there the other night, and all Iheardwas beeping around 1800 
ke. and a couple of weak heterodynes”’, or, “‘sure, I tune 160, 
but never do hear a thing except maybe a few fading signals 
now and then, but nothing, it seems, that I can work*®*. Why? 
Well, first of all, 160 isn’t a band where any time of the day 
or night you can hear signals like you do on 40. You have to 
listen. You must pick your times rather carefully, because 
G’*s, HK*’s or even W2°s won’t come rolling in the way they do 
on 20 or 15, or even 80. You know when to tune 80-10 with 
your knowledge of sunspots and other propogation factors, 
and this knowledge doesn’t stop on 160.

For the benefit of those who are not familiar with this band, 
here are a few tips to help you find sigs on 160: First, use 
an antenna that should be reasonably expected to pick up a 
fairly decent signal-not a coax fed 20 meter beam or even an 
80 meter dipole, but something, even a random length, 
which can be peaked up on this band, Second, pick your 
listening time = just after sunset or sunrise, around 0100- 
0400Z, or an hour or two later if you’re interested in Europe 
dx (maybe). Stateside activity is mostly 1800-1825, and 1875= 
2000 ke with dx generally 1825-1830. To work stations on the 
upper segment of the band, cross band calling of ‘*CQ 2 
Me.’’ is necessary, and sometimes pays off. Third, listen 
carefully for awhile, because signals almost always tend to 
fade, and are easily missed. Use breakin procedure to reduce 
the QRM caused by fading and unnecessary calling; this will 
be immensely helpful. 

Last of all, and perhaps most important, persevere. If you 
are accustomed to high power and are now running a ‘‘measly”’ 
25 watts, don’t be discouraged if all QSO’s aren’t solid, The 
most pleasing QSO of 1964 to me was one with W2FCQ who 

sed “rig hr 20 W to 39 ft loaded vertical es rx two tube 
regenerative.’’ It shows that fancy gear is far from necessary 
to be effective. This isn’t 20 fone where most feel that 20 
over 9 is necessary to be read solid, On 160, no one is 
ashamed of a 339 report and gives up because he isn’t 
‘*readable’’, I still haven’t worked across the pond, but it 
didn’t prevent me from calling G8PU (who ‘can only run a 
maximum of ten watts) who was 559 here for almost two 
hours. I hope to nail him the next time by listening carefully!

Give Them A 
Chance To Serve 


To those who operate reg= 
ularly on the traffic nets 
there is one very dis- 
heartening experience, 

As they sit there, giving 
their time, waiting their turn 
to give or take some traf- 
fic, John Ham comes onto a 
frequency close to the net 
and enters into a conversa~ 
tion with someone. 

This can make the net 
frequency almost unusable 
as far as the local station is 
concerned, John Ham is not 
getting return interference 
because the traffic man has 
been standing by, waitinghis 
turn on the net, Often the 
traffic man will slide down 
to John Ham’s frequency, 
explain the situation and 
ask his cooperation, Rememe= 
ber, John Ham may be un- 
aware that he is near a net 
frequency and willingly 
agrees to move down the 
band, He usually is apolo= 
getic because he knows that 
our traffic men are winning 
many friends for ham radio 
thru. the messages they 
handle for the general pub=- 
lic (most of whom can vote /) 

Unfortunately there are 
some ‘‘John Hams’’ who re= 
fuse to budge a kilocycle 
even when most of the band 
is vacant, It is to the credit 
of ham radio that the co- 
operative operators are the 
great majority. 

A suggestion seems in 
order, to help this situation, 

The phone nets operate 
mostly between 3940 and 
3950 Ke, The Noonday Net 
is on at noon and the others 
are late in the afternoon 
until perhaps 7 p.m. 

The C,W, nets are mainly 
around 3650 Ke early 
morning (8:30 A.M,) and 
early evening. 

These guys are doing a 
job which wins frequent comes 
mendation. Would it be ask= 
ing too much to ask that at 
these times you try to Stay 
well away from these fre= 
quencies because it’s quite 
possible there is some ham 
sitting quietly waiting to 
represent YOUR city on one’ 
of these nets?

THE PASSING OF 
JOHN L. REINARTZ 
K6BJ

As Program Chairman of 
the Florida Sidebanders As-= 
sociation, I thought it ap= 
propriate to say a few words 
about one of amateur radio’s 
outstanding personali- 
ties and technical contri= 
butors, John L. Reinartz, 
K6BJ, who, on October 5, 
1964, became a ‘‘Silent 
Key’’, 

Most of my remarks were 
drawn from anarticle, ‘‘New 
Paths for the Short Waves”’, 
by Kenneth Bolles, in the 
June 1925 issue of RADIO 
BROADCAST magazine, 
Bolles, following an outline 
of what the American Radio 
Relay League had done and 
was attempting to do, told 
quite a story of the outstand= 
ing work of Reinartz and 
another outstanding amae- 
teur, Fred H. Schnell, Sev- 
eral of our members, who 
had known John for many, 
many years were called upon 
and all had some interest= 
ing sidelights to pass along 
to our members. 

At the time of our meet= 
ing, November 29th, I sug= 
gested that there would, no 
doubt, be some more come-= 
plete review of John’s life 
and his work, in the next 
number of QST magazine, 
What they told about him, 
in the December number was 
excellent and well worthy of 
your review, 

While a great many of my 
early copies of QST have 
been lost, I had a hunch that 
there would still be’ some- 
thing about John, in those 
still on hand, In June, 1923, 
S. Kruse, himself an out= 
standing amateur, wrote 
about the Reinartz Modula- 
scope, which was very use= 
ful in determining the real 
quality of c.w. signals, Space 
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WA4GBM, WA4IWO and OM, 
WA4JYB (chairman), 
WA4LHK, WA4MKD, WA4= 
PDM, WA4RLG, and K4ZDs, 
(See Photo Elsewhere),

Dear Ellen (F JF) 

Christmas Eve in Saigon 
was spent, for me at least, 
in anything but a dull man- 
ner. AS you read in the 
newspaper, we had a large 
explosion at the Brink BOQ 
about 1800, Armed Forces 
Radio Station Saigonopere 
ates from the Brink and they 
went off the air rather sud-

Well, that was me so 
I took the call and got the 
word to organize a search 
party and check all halls, 
stairwells, and any other 
likely hiding places, This I 
did, grabbing the next batch
